Students, instructors offer 
final exam prep techniques

Final exams begin 
Monday, but many students 
are not prepared. Many tech¬ 
niques can help prepare for 
exams but cramming the 
night before does not work. 

“Final exams are 
slowly creeping up on me 
and I am not sure that I’m 
prepared for the tests,” au¬ 
dio production major Matt 
Gamer said. 

Some students don’t 
like to be put under pressure, 
but most just cram the night 
before the test. Try to put 
yourself in the instructor’s 
position and write a test and 
ask plenty of questions in 
class, English Instructor 
Joan Bruckwicki advises. 

“The best way to pre¬ 


pare for a final exam is to 
keep up with the work 
throughout the course so 
you don’t have to cram ev¬ 
erything in at the end,” Jour¬ 
nalism Instructor Nancy 
Paul said. 

Some easy steps to fol¬ 
low to prepare for finals: 

• Start to study weeks 
before the test 

• Make note cards 

• Study handouts 

• Read over your notes 

• Study previous tests 

• Get a study buddy 

• Make outlines 

• Type your notes over 
to see the material again 

• Get plenty of sleep 
the night before 


• And eat a balanced 
breakfast

Each angel represents a 
single child, but sponsors can 
be individuals or groups, 
Nalley said. Faculty and stu¬ 
dents can join together to 
sponsor children. He sug¬ 
gested that two people or a 
whole office share in sup¬ 
porting a child. 

TJC students, faculty 
and staff have sponsored an 
Angel Tree on campus for 10 
years. Almost 500 children 
have found their expecta¬ 
tions fulfilled by these vol¬ 
unteers, Nalley said.

Transit bus, I can now relate 
to those who use it often. The 
Tyler Transit System is impor¬ 
tant to many citizens. 

“I don’t really mind 
riding the bus. It is convenient 
for my needs right now” 
Latoya Erwin, said. Erwin 
also said she doesn’t want to 
ride it for the rest of her life. 

Some people say that 
it seems awkward to ride one 
because it has been a while 


since they have ridden a bus. 

“I didn’t think that I 
would ever be riding one of 
these again. I live just around 
the comer, but since my car 
has broken down I have found 
out that I don’t mind riding it 
at all. In a way I like it better 
than driving because I just sit 
and ride.” Dre-Michael Green 
said. 

Some citizens have 
been riding the bus for years 
and some for just a few days. 
They said that they’re satis¬ 


fied with the availability. 

Some 99,470 people 
rode Tyler buses from Oct. 1, 
2000 to Sept. 30,2001 Gloria 
Williams, general manager 
Tyler Transit System, said. 
Just a year before, October 99 
to September 2000, 94,736 
people rode. 

The Tyler Transit op¬ 
erates two types of bus routes. 
One route is called a fixed 
route and the other is called a 
demand respond route. The 
fixed route is the normal ev¬ 


eryday route with specific bus 
stops. The demand respond 
route is for those unable to get 
to a bus stop. The demand re¬ 
spond system will send a bus 
directly to a person’s house. 
The University of Texas cam¬ 
pus has just been added to the 
fixed bus system.

Adversity calls us to show courage

With the terrorist attacks 
of Sept. 11, the nation suf¬ 
fered a tremendous economic 
blow. 

During the Thanksgiving 
holiday period passengers at 
airports in Seattle, Oakland, 
Calif, and Reno were evacu¬ 
ated and rescreened Saturday 
morning after a security agent 
found a metal detector at Se- 
attle-Tacoma International 
Airport was not turned on, ac¬ 
cording to a Federal Aviation 
Administration spokesman. 

In another incident, all 
three concourses at Memphis 
International Airport were 
evacuated for about two hours 
Saturday afternoon because 
security guards thought a man 
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who set off a metal detector 
left the passenger screening 
area without going through a 
second hand screening. 

In Seattle, a walk¬ 
through metal detector at an 
Alaska Airlines checkpoint, 
was discovered inoperative 
about 8:30 a.m. Alaska Air¬ 
lines spokesman Jack Evans 
said he believed the machine 
was off only 15 minutes. 

The detector was re¬ 
served for “a very limited pur¬ 
pose” —to check flight crews, 
passengers with no carry-on 
bags and “elite status” Alaska 
Airline frequent fliers, he said. 

“We’ve said we are 
deadly serious about any se¬ 
curity breaches,” Dorr said.

However, no organiza¬ 
tions were willing to sponsor 
them on such short notice since 
it would have been difficult to

TJC’s Caf¬ 
eteria offers break¬ 
fast, lunch and din¬ 
ner Monday through 
Friday and replaces 
breakfast and lunch 
with brunch Saturday and Sun¬ 
day. 

Breakfast served from 7 
a.m. to 9 a.m. usually includes 
eggs, biscuits, cereal, waffles, 
toast, hash brown potatoes and 
either bacon or sausage. 

Lunch from 11 a.m. to 2 
p.m. usually includes ham¬ 
burgers, quesadillas and fries 
with a main entree and salad 
bar. 


Dinner from 4:30 to 7 p.m. 
usually includes a main en¬ 
tree such as chicken-fried 


steak, spaghetti or chicken, 
plus other foods from the grill 
and salad bar. 

Brunch is available on 
weekends to campus resi¬ 
dents. This combination of 
breakfast and lunch is served 
at 11:30 a.m. until 1 p.m. 

Despite this a variety of 
foods, many students still are 
not satisfied. 


Rachel Simpson, a dance 
therapy major, usually eats 
lunch when her classes are over 
between the hours of 12:30p.m. 


and 2p.m. Her favorite meal is 
chicken parmesan. “They need 
more of a wide variety to 
choose from” she said.

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Taliban continues to retreat from Northern Alliance

As the war in Afghanistan rolls for¬ 
ward, the flag still waves high in the 
hearts of Americans. 

The Taliban regime has been driven 
from several strongholds by Northern 
Alliance troops, which are supported 
by the U.S. military, according to De¬ 
fense Department briefings. 

The report also stated about 800 
U.S. Marines are stationed in southern 
Afghanistan and ready for action. 

U.S. planes hit Kandahar and its 
surroundings Nov. 22 with some of the 
most intense bombardments against the 
city so far, according to the report. 

The mood inside the city was tense 
after a man suspected of aiding the 
United States was hanged Nov. 21, 
according to Cable News Network. 

Taliban sources told CNN, the Af¬ 


ghan man was hanged in Shahideen 
Chowk, the main square. 

The Taliban believed the man 
was using a global positioning sys¬ 
tem to help U.S. forces. His body 
was still hanging in the square a 
day later as a reminder to the people 
of Kandahar, the sources said. 

At dusk Nov. 24 in the Afghan 
border town of Spin Boldak, where 
the Taliban agreed to relinquish 
control, negotiations stalled be¬ 
tween the Taliban and two Pashtun 
tribal leaders, CNN’s Nic 
Robertson reported from the Af- 
ghanistan-Pakistan border. 

Johnny Spann said he found no 
special comfort in knowing his son, 

CIA operative Mike Spann, was the 
first American to die in the war. 

“I’m his father. It couldn’t hurt me 
any worse, whether he was the first one 
or the 50th one,” he said. 




CIA Director George Tenet said 
Spann, a former Marine, was “where 
he wanted to be; on the front lines 
serving his country. Mike Spann was 
an American hero ... a man who 
showed passion for his country and his 
agency through his selfless courage,” 
Tenet said. 

The flag over CIA headquarters in 
Virginia was lowered to half-staff, the 
first time after President George Bush 
ordered flags raised in September.. 

U.S. officials said Spann was in a 
prison compound at the time of his 
death, gathering intelligence from 
Taliban prisoners “about Taliban in¬ 
tentions and whereabouts.” Officials 
believe he was killed Nov. 25. 

In Kabul the Taliban’s supreme 
leader, Mullah Mohammad Omar, is 
reportedly urging his forces to fight on, 
even as U.S. warplanes step up efforts 
to find and perhaps even kill him, ac¬ 


cording to Associated Press reports. 

A Taliban aide on the Pakistan bor¬ 
der said Omar radioed commanders 
Nov. 21 urging them to stand up to U.S. 
Marines being deployed in southern 
Afghanistan. 

“Stick to your positions and fight to 
the death,” the aide quoted Omar as 
saying, according to the AP. 

“We are ready to face these Ameri¬ 
cans. We are happy they have landed 
here and we will teach them a lesson.” 

The Defense Department is keep¬ 
ing a tight lid on the military’s actions 
to protect U.S. troops. 

“We are continuing our efforts to 
rid the world of this evil and terroristic 
threat. We are making progress,” Presi¬ 
dent Bush said Nov. 21 in a press con¬ 
ference. 

Bush asked all Americans to stand 
united and be patient in this war. 


Academic advising mandatory for spring registering

Before students can en¬ 
roll in spring 2001 classes, 
they must consult an aca¬ 
demic adviser. 

“Before you had to be 
cleared to register, now aca¬ 
demic advising is required,” 
University Studies Dean Dr. 

Robert Peters said. “We 
want to make sure students 

don’t waste their time and 
resources.” 

More than 3,000 students 
transfer from TJC every 
year. In the past, students 
made mistakes in transfer¬ 
ring credits. Students are 
still able to make their own 
decisions, but under super¬ 
vision. 

“We have the need in rea¬ 
son to insist on advising,” 
Peters said. 

Walk-in registration for 
spring semester runs 8 a.m. 
to 7 p.m. Jan. 8 and 9, 2002 
in Rogers Students Center. 

With 3,069 students to 


see in October alone* aca¬ 
demic advisers have had 
their hands full. 

“We don’t always have 
as much time (with students) 
as we would like,” Aca¬ 
demic Adviser Carol 
Gilliland said. 

Appointments for aca¬ 
demic advising can no 
longer be made, but will 
walk-ins will be welcome 
through Jan. 21, 2002. 

“It’s not unusual for stu¬ 
dents to thank us for infor¬ 
mation we gave them be¬ 
cause they didn’t have it 
before,” Academic Adviser 
Stephanie Lassanske said. 

The deadline to apply for 
degrees is March 1, 2002. 

“Students should come 
by and sit down with an ad¬ 
viser to make sure they are 
eligible,” Lassanske said. 

All payments for classes 
are due by 7 p.m. Jan. 9, 
2002 with credit cards by 
phone or in the Cashier’s 
office to reserve classes. 


Nonpayment will result in 
dropped classes. 

It is the student’s respon¬ 
sibility to drop classes. The 
last day to drop with a 100 
percent refund is Jan. 11, 
2002.
